_The crime for which the freedom of the 
Youngers was taken was the daring raid on 
the Northfield (Minn.) Bank, Sept. 7, 1876, 
which was supposed to be full of money at 
that time of the year. The friends of the 
Youngers claim the raid was planned and 
headed by Jesse James, but many are of 
the opinior that Cole Younger engineered 
the scheme which resulted in the death ot 
three members of the raiding party and 
the imprisonment of all the others save 
the James brothers, who escaped, 

The Younhgers and the James boys were 
opposed to ‘he raid, but Bill Chadweil. who 
had formerly lived in Minnesota, toid such 
mioquent stories of the great amount of 
weaith awaiting them that, with reiuctance, 
the raid was planned 

The hour chosen for the Northfield rob- 
bery was at noon, for at that time the 
streets were almost deserted. Jesse James 
Bob Younger and Frank James. who now 
lives in St. Louis, rushed into the bank 
and demanded that the vault be opened, al- 
Cashier 
Hayward refused to inner doors 
or offer resistance. The robber trio 
climbed over the eounter. while outside 
Bill Chadwell and Clell Miller stood guard, 
Cole Younger and Charley Pitts re- 
mained at the bridge over which the rob- 
bers must escape. 

The noise in the 
townspeople and the cry “bank robbers!’ 
brought out crowds of men. In nearly 
every household Was a shotgun or rifle and 
these were brought to play on the outside 
guards As the men tInside the bank saw 
they were in a trap thev seized the little 
money exposed and sprung over the coun- 

, The cashier reached for a revolver. 

James shot him dead. As the rob- 

mounted their horses to. ride away 

Chadwell, who championed the raid. 
was killed by Dr, Wheeler. and Clell Miller 
was killed by a citizen named Manning 
Both the James boys were wounded. Rob 
Younger was badly hurt and his horse 
k lied, and he and Cole rode away on one 
horse. The James boys made their way 
back to Missouri! in safety. 

(Crowds of men scoured the hills of 
Southern Minnesota, and 14 davs after the 
raid surrounded the four in a swamp. 

Here Charlie Pitts was killed, Cole and 
Jim Younger wounded so they fell, but 
continued to load the revolvers for young 
Bob, who fired as long as the ammunuliltion 
lasted, and then walked out and surren- 
dered. According to the law of the State, 
if a murderer pleads guilty he must be 
sentenced for life and of this law the 
Younger boys took advantage.

Horace Wall Dead and fis 
Family Will Have Money. 


TO BE BURNED ALL HE ASKED. 


HE CAREFULLY FIGURED OUT 


THAT DEATH WAS BEST. 


At the Age of 62 He Found Himself a 
Failure in the Business of En- 
tertaining and Gave Up the 
Struggle to Please. 


NDBW YORK, March 23.—“I am 62, any- 
how; there’s no hope of making money 
when one is that old and infirm, and if I 
die now my wife afd family will get the 
money they need, but will never get while 
I'm alive,”’ reasoned Horace Wall, theat- 
rical suman, yesterday. Then he shot him- 
self in his room in’ the Putnam House. 

The whole story is laid bare by the let- 
ters the suicide left. He also left this ac- 
curate biography, succinct and well told: 

“Horace Wail, a prominent man in the- 
atrical circles during the past % years, 
was born in this city on July 16, 1837. He 
was a graduate of the Free Academy, now 
the College of the City of New York. 

“He spent 15 years as an actor, when he 
turned his attention to management. since 


which time he has conducted the business 
of some of the most noted dramatic celeb- 
rit.es, including Dion Bouccicault, E. A.

Coroner Lloyd recognizes the right of the 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney in issuing 
the warrant, but takes umbrage at the 
criticisms, which he says are not in line 
with the facts, 

“I believe every man who kills another 
should stand trial,” said Dr. Lioyd Thurs- 
day, ‘but if I ever am mixed up in-a killing 
I would not want a better case than this 
one, It was a righteous verdict and in 
full accord with the evidence, 

“Col. Johnson says it ig not shown that 
Bomlitz had even a knife. If the Prosec- 
cuting Attorney examines the record again 
he will see that George Zilch of #427 N., 
Twenty-second street testified that Bom- 
litz interrupted a political conversation 
Neusel was carrying on with friends; that 
when led away, Bomlitz said he was going 
to kill Neusel; that he rushed at Neusel 
and that witness eaw him strike Neuse! 
with a hand that held something that 
glittered, and saw blood on Neusel’s face 
following the blow. Then Patrolman Coyne 
testified that he found a knife, covered with 
blood, three feet from where Bomlitz’s body 
was found after the shooting. Henry Bom- 
Miz, the dead man’s father, testifted that 
his son carried a knife of the same brand 
as that found by the officer. On the stand 
Neusel said Bomlitz cut him between the 
eyes, and tlrat six stitches were put in 
the wound. 

“That is the evidence before the Coron- 
er’s Jury, and with all respect for the As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney's opinion it 
was clearly a justifiable shooting.” 

To a reporter Thursday, Col. Johnson re- 
peated substantially his interview as pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch.

convicted of murdering his own father, 
has abandoned all idea of appealing his 
case to the Supreme Court, and has made 
up his mind that nothing now can save 
him from serving the rest of his life in the 
‘State penitentiary, unless it is a pardon. 
‘ : 
The reason the plan of appeal was aban- 
Goned was that it would cost so much 
money that it would impoverish the sister 
and stepmother of the young man, without 
any hope of success to come from it. 

This decision in the case was reached 
after a great many conferences between 
John Collins, his stepmother and _ egeister 
and his lawyers. At first the stenographer 
‘Said it would cost the Collins family $1100 
for a transcript of the record of the trial. 
luater he scaled the price down to $70, 
offering, on account of the straitened cir- 
cumstances of the family, to do the work 
at absolute cost. Mrs. Collins agreed to pay 
the $750 for the transcript, and gave an 
order for it to be made, but rescinded the 
order before work began on the transcript. 
A friend of the Collins family said to-day 
that Mrs. Collins had already spent severai 
thousand dollars in the defense of John. 
She and Grace Collins, the sister of John, 
have only a few thousand doilars between 
them, and bes.des their home is heavily 
mortgaged. John's attorneys saw there 
Was no hope that the Supreme Court would 
grant a new trial, and they advised Mrs. 
<ollins not to waste money in making the 
appeal. Mre. Collins hesitated for a long 
lime, and consented yesterday to abandon 
the appeal. 

The eon of Charles Hayden, attorney for 
John Collins, went to Judge Hazen last 
night and notified him that no appeal in 
the case would be taken. He bore a letter 


from Mrs. Collins to the judge asking him 
to defer passing sentence on her stepson 
tll she returned from Horton, where she is 
nursing her son, Grant Meade, who ié se- 
ridusly ill, Judge Hazen agreed that he | 
would not pass sentence on John till the 
last day of this term of court, which wil 
be the latter part of ths month. Mrs. Col- | 
lines wrote that she wished to be near her 
stepson when he was sentenced, 

irs. Collins has arranged with Sheriff 
Cook that she will pay his expenses to 
Lansing and back if he will take John alone 
to the penitentiary at that place. She does 
mot wish to see John taken through tne 
Sireets and on the train with a batch of 
Miscellaneous convicts. The Sheriff has 

eed to do as she wishes. 

heriff Cook says that John has changed 
meng Since he made up his mind that he 

USt Decome a life convict in the peniten- 
tary. John believed firmly that he would 
be given a new trial by Judge Hazen. Up 
to that time he seemed to look upon the 
whole matter quite lightly. He set great 
stores by a certain ex-official of Topeka 
who had guaranteed to “dig up” evidence 
that would acquit him, and falling In that, 
would certainiv get him ae new trial. 
Among this evidence was the Burnett wo- 
man’s perjured testimony and other similar | 
evidence. When it all fell flat and Judge 
Hazen refused the new trial John’s spirits | 
fell. He did not show it in the courtroom, 
but the Sheriff says it sobered him up 
Mightily and he has been a changed man 
ever since. He has nothing to look ahead 
to now but a pardon, and that must neces- 
sarily be a long time in coming, if it ever 
reaches him. 


A peculiarity that was noticed by all who 
Aitended the trial, and by all the court of- 
ficials, was that John did not seem to care} 

rticularly for his sister, and did not pay |

Collins was convicted said in talking about 
his abandonment of an appeal: 

“It does look to me as if there was an 
overruling Providence that gets after a 
man when he goes too far in the wrong di- 
rection. I am a member of the same 
church that the Collins family belong to. 
You remember that a Sunday or two after 
John killed his father he went to he

family pew and partook of the holy sacra- 
Ment and prayed aloud with great unction. 
John had een a lay reader tn our church. 
While he was not ordained vet he wa 
invested with a power to do certain holy 
things. It seems to me that John might 
have escaped puntshment for the murder

Tu Men Imprisoned ‘Two Weeks by a 
Mine Cave Are Rescued. 

Likes VILLE; Colo., March 2.—Reuss 
and Ys. Frey, who were entombed alive 
in the Bon Air shaft two weeks ago yes- 
terday, were rescued last night. Thou- 
sands of people flocked to the mine and it 
required the police to keep back the crowds.

Joe is over 40, and he alleges that his 
brother Australian is the older man, plac- 
ing the latter's age at 43. If this is true, 
Fitz is indeed a wonderful athlete. Think 
of passing as a champion at an age when 
athletes are supposed to have long passed 
their prime! To emphasize this fact take 
the names of two other prominent fighters: 
John L. Sullivan is not yet 42 years of age. 
He is, according to Goddard, a year younger 
than Fitzsimmons. Charlie Mitche!l con- 
fesses to only 38, or five years less than the 
Antipodean.
